Agent Bates of the Liaison Section pointed out to 
Captain Waters, Director of Security for AEC, and Rolander that 
it did not seem logical for the Bureau to be making investigations 
of laborers, bulldozer operators, etc. when information regarding 
size, weight, and shape of the atomic bomb is published in the 
newspapers. It was pointed out that the vast majority of con- 
struction workers would certainly not see anything which would 
be as classified as the information in the "Look” and "Star” 
article. Both Captain Waters and Rolander agreed that this was 
true. Captain Waters pointed out that he was contacting the 
classification people in an effort to declassify information 
which would do away with the necessity of investigating certain 
construction personnel in particular locations. 


Mr. Rolander pointed out that as a result of the state- 
ment made by the classification office, there would appear tQ'b* 
no basis for an investigation by the Bureau at this time.-
